: lowing regarding the bill is taken 
from the Pioneer Press: 
Senator 
A. F. 
Ferris’ bill, as 
amended by Senator Hiler II. Horton 
of St. Paul, establishing a state sana­ 
torium for consumptives near Walk­ 
er in Cass county, was recommended 
for passage Saturday by the senate 
committee of the wnole. 
The original bill carried an appro­ 
priation of $200,000 for the establish­ 
ment of the institution and nmintain- 
ance during tin* first year. 
The sen­ 
ate committee on finance reduced this 
amount to $50,(KIO. 
Senator Horton s 
amendment refers to matters of ad­ 
ministration. 
The bill as recommended to pass 
authorizes tho governor to appoint 
an advisory commission of five mem­ 
bers, three business men and two 
physicians, to superintend the estab­ 
lishment of the institution. 
The 
sanatorium will bt* managed by the 
board of control, which with the ad ­ 
visory commission, will appoint for 
each eouuty three physicians to ex­ 
amine applicants as well as a super­ 
intendent for the sanatorium and a 
treasurer. 
The powers and dutlesof the super­ 
intendents are stated in detail in 
Senator Horton s amendment.

may appoint necessary assistants aud 
employes and fix their compensation 
j with tile approval of the state Ism rd 
1 of control and tin* advisory commis­ 
sion.
